A HINT TO SOI.IMKRS — How TO HAVE A 


WARM TEST. — A soldier of tho Second 
Rhode Island regiment, now in service in 
Virginia, writes to a Providence paper the 
following account of a Yankee contrivance 
for adding to the comfort of a tout: 


"•A hole is dug in the centre of the tent 


about two feet in depth and diameter. This 
is walled with stones laid in soft clay and 
covered at the top with tho exception of a 
small aperture for the introduction of fuel. 
For this aperture thero must be a cloau-lit- 
ting door or cover, which can be opened 
and closed at pleasure. Across one aide of 
the tent a trench is laid and covered with 
wood and earth, through which tha cold air 
is conveyed freely to the bottom part uf this 
subterranean fireplace. From the top of 
the same and aoross the opposite eide of the 
tent, another trench is laid and carefully 
covered with stone and earth, through which 
the smoke and surplus heat is carried off. 
This is the whole machine. Tho merits of 
it are obvious. It is universally practica- 
ble. It can be introduced easily intn any 
tent or dwelling. The economy of it ; it 
costs only a few hours' work for three or 
four men. The convenience of it; being 
entirely underground it takes up nono of 
the precious room of our small tents. Thu 
utility of it ; it dries and warms the earth 
within and even beyond the entire circuit of 
the tent, and thus prevents those damp, cold 
and unhealthy exhalations from the earth 
which are probably the chief cnuse of the 
ill health among soldiers. The tents ara 
thus also furnished with a moist and genial 
atmosphere, the heat of which can be easily 
increased so as to meet the exigencies of 
the coldest part of the season. 


To realize the importance of this you 


must remember that the wall* of our houses 
are only thin canvas — that they ara so read- 
ily penetrated by cold, or heat, or moisture, 
that the atmosphere within follows rapidly 
the changes in the condition of the atmos- 
phere without. Indeed, so far as this is 
concerned, there is but very little difference 
between living under tho tents and in the 
open air. 
Without some such contrivance 


what, therefore, could parsons do, who, un- 
til within a short time, have been accus- 
tomed to live in close and warm houacg. 1 
had rather, it is true, take my chance for a 
long and healthy life in the open air, both 
by day and by night, rather than in a close 
room, and upon tho bare earth rather than 
upon woollen carpets ; but then wisdom 
must be exercised, and time must bo taken 
fora gradual change. The effects of this 
expedient upon this regimaut are easily 
traced. The casea of illness from Revere 
colds and intermittent or bilious fever, which 
have recently sprang up among us, are, I 
believe, all in the tents not thus protected."

This story seems 
Altogether impossible, as Lane only left 
Humansville, in Hickory county, eighty 
mites north oi Sarcoxie, on Sunday morn- 
ing, and it is hardly possible that ho could 
have reached the latter place in so short a 
time ; but n scout who arrived here last 
night reports that when six miles from Sar- 
coxic, he beard artillery firing from three 
o'clock till dark on Monday, and that the 
firing was rapid. 
He also heard tiring on 


Tuesday morning. This scout learned noth- 
ing of the result, nor between what parties 
the engagement took place.

GREAT DEPRKIMATION IN NEORORS.—Tho 


Louisville Journal saya: 


We HPO it stated that the average cash 


value of male slaves at present in South 
Carolina, aa shown by the auction sales, 
Ac., is $;il5— females $400. Thus it ap- 
pears, that, for the first time iu the history 
of that state or of any state, male Hlnves 
are much lean valuable than females. 
Tho 


reason no doubt is, that the men don't like 
to buy mule slaves, knowing tho strong 
probability if not the certainty of their 
being seized for military service. 
This 


strongly indicates the condition uf things 
there. 


The average value of male and female 


slaves in South Carolina hitherto haa been 
a thousand dollars. So the depreciation 
upon the hundred and eighty-five thousand 
slaves of tho utatc, allowing the number of 
males and females to be equal, ia about two 
hundred and sixty-four millions of dollars. 
What a monstrous loss for a single state, 
especially a state no richer than South Car- 
olina. She had suffered fearfully from this 
war, and, if it come not to a speedy close, 
her Bufferings will be tenfold what they 
have yet been. Terrible was her crime, 
aud terrible haa bean, and more terrible 
will be, her punishment. 


If the depreciation in the value of slaves 


has already been so great in South Caroli- 
na, remote from the scene of war, what ban 
ti probably been iu Virginia and Tennes- 
see,

K»c«pe from Fort I.a 


Between one and two o'clock on Sunday 


morning, as a sentinel in the darkness and 
storm, was pacing his lonely round outvide 
tbe walls of Fort Lafayette, heard the shut- 
ter of a casement unfastening, and, upon 
cautious examination discovered that cuae- 
metitjNo. 5 hud been opened. 
Soon after 


a rope was thrown out, various artieii'n 
lowered in succpsaion, followed by a man. 
As he touched the earth, the sentinel pre- 
sented hia bayonet and made him surren- 
der. 
The umn proved to be Ju-mes Low- 


her, the rebel beawr of dispatches, who.was 
recently followed by the detectives from tbe 
house of his brother-in-law, Mr. Alexander 
Sbultz, at Peeksville, to Creslline, Ohio, 
where they arrested him. It will be remem- 
bered that previous to his being taken he 
had forwarded his dispatches to their desti- 
nation, and he himself came near eluding 
the officers. 
The sentry, upon seizing his 


prisoner, found that he bad lowered a wash 
tub, a life-preserver, and his valise—the lat- 
ter packed full of valuables. 


Lowber begged hard to be permitted to 


ascend the rope again into his apartment, 
and attempted to bribe his captor by the 
offer of his gold watch and $37 50 in gold 
coin, which be had tied up in a bladder, il 
be would allow him to do so. 
Of course 


his proposal was not accepted, but instead, 
tbe sentry inarched the prisoner into HIP 
fort and immediately rouced tbe officer of 
tbe guard. Lieutenant Wood, commander 
of tho fort, was immediately apprised of the 
attempted escape, who ordered the long roll 
to be beaten. This brought the gimison 
to the parade. AH the prisoners of Uieiort 
were then brought out and tho roll called 
to ascertain if any were uaissing. AH, how- 
ever, answered to their names. 


It appears that Mr. Lowber occupied 


ctiHument No. 5, in company with, Sheen 
others, only aix of whom, as far as iould 
be gathered, were aware of the prmucditu 
ted escape, and these say the/ attempted to 
dissuade him from hu* purpose. Lowber 
states that the gold wa.' brought to him on 
H draft by the wife of one of the prisoners ; 
but how lie became possessed of tlu> u «h- 
tub, the ropo and the life-preserver, is a 
mystery. Thu key with which the prisoner 
unlocked tho padlock of the casement nhvtt- 
ter, he nays lit; made himself. 


It is HuppoucHl that he intended to place 


hia valise in tho tub, and supported by hia 
life preserver, to have pushed off from the 
fort with his novel craft, either for tbe shore 
or for some vessel in the vicinity. It seems 
probablu that an arrangement had been 
made to board n. vessel, as three were hover- 
ing about in auspicious proximity—one of 
which, a bark, had approached so near that 
the sentry had ordered her off. As noon as 
the prisoners had gone to their lodgings, 
and Lowber bad be«-n double ironed, Lieut. 
Wood, with a file of soldiers, entered his 
cutter and rowed out to the vessels, which 
proved tu be a bark, H brig, and a schooner. 
These he cuptured, and anchored alongside 
tho revenue cutter Bibb. Tho Lieutenant 
slates that the otlicers of the Bibb treated 
him very uncivilly, apparently not being 
vury well pleased that bo had disturbed 
them at Hiiuh an unwarrantable hour. Yes- 
terday the veHsols were missing from the 
Bibb, but it had not boen ascertained what 
Inwl become of thorn. Yesterday, at tbe 
urgent request of Lowber and his friends, 
the handcuffs were removed, bis lega re- 
maining manacled. So far from expressing 
any n-grtt lit tho attempt nt escape, he Li 
rattier boastful of it, and declare** himself 
to be a most urdt'ut secessionist. 


KrigHtful Boiler Kxploiilon. 


Between 11 and 12 o'lock this morning a 


ft'firftil explosion occurred in the cofTuoniid 
spice establishment of Messrs. Doinisr & 
(Jo., Nos.-I3and 45 Franklin street, between 
Lake and Randolph streets, causing a coin- 
pletu wreck of the lower portions of the 
building and its contents, and .seriously in 
jiiring a number of tbe occupants. 


Iu the confusion incident to the explosion 


it was impossible to obtain full and dofinttt 
particulars, but such as could be gathered 
are given. 


The boiler was situated in the basement 


of the moru No. 43, nearest Lake street, and 
in the extreme rear, but about six fwt re- 
maining between its end and rear wall of 
the building for firing purposes. 
H waa 


well covered with brick masonary, upon the 
top of which sat the engine that drovo the 
machinery of the establishment, Thereat 
of the: basement was used for storage and 
packing purposes. The loft above, consti- 
tuting the first floor of the store No. •!.'{, was 
lined for grinding spicca and other purposes 
incident to its manufacture. 
The adjoin- 


ing atom was occupied as salesroom and 
otlice, nud communicated with No. 43 by an 
open partition. 


Just previous to tho explosion, the engi- 


neer Lynch, wni in one of the upper apart- 
ments, and noticing some irregularity in 
the tunning of the machinery, hastened be- 
low to sec what was the matter. When he 
reached the engine room, he discovered that 
the main dtiviug belt had run off from its 
dtum, and tha engine was pounding away 
with fearful velocity. Just at this inslant 
tbe explosion occurred with a report equal 
to a piece of heavy ordeuauce. 


The explosion seemed to bo rearward 


through the fire-box, throwing scraps of iron 
and brick through the wall and across the 
alloy, and completely shattering a ftame 
building on tho opposite side of the alley. 
But tbe most singular incident, was the ie- 
action of the explosion ou the boiler, which 
forced it from its setting, bodily, ejecting it 
through tho front of the building and com- 
pletely across tho street, a distance of up- 
wards of a hundred feet from its original 
location. In iln flight it tore away the 
flooring oft lie main room above, knocked 
thu front of tho Blare into fragments, tore 
up the- steps and grating covering the front 
way, 
struck and capsized a dray that was 


passing in tho street, injuring the drirer 
somewhat, and demolished a buggy stand- 
ing in the opposite gutter, 


At the time of the explosion there wore, 


it is supposed, nineteen wen in the build- 
ing—fifteen workmen, three clerka, and 
Mr. Joshua Downer, one of the proprietors. 


Mr. Downer was standing in tbe front 


part of the room above the engine, and was 
badly scalded and considerably bruised.— 
Our reporter could not ascertain that any 
bones were broken. 


The engineer, Lynch, escaped with a 


pretty bad scalding. 


His brother, Patrick Lynch, waa also 


quite badly scalded. 


George Gurney, a salesman, waa very 


badly bruised and scalded, and it is feared 
has suffered some internal injuries. 
He 


seems to have beon burnt tbe worst of any 
one in the building. 


It is fortunate that tbe explosion waa out- 


ward rather than inward, a circumstance 
that saved tho building from total ruin, and 
aaved the lives of a number of the occu- 
pants. 


The boiler was eighteen feet in length by 


four in diameter. It was manufactured in 
Patterson, N. J., five years ago, since which 
time it has been in constant use. ,Jt was 
patoned about three rears ago, aud it waa 
at this patch that the explosion orcuired. 
The immediate cause cannot now be stated.

GREAT DEPRECIATION IN NEGROES.—The 


Louisville Journal says: 


We see it stated that the average caah 


value of male slaves at present in South 
Carolina, as shown by the auction sales, 
Ac., is $315—females $400. Tbua it ap- 
pears, that, for the first time in tfea history 
of that state or of any state, male slaves 
are much lesa valuable than females. 
The 


reason tio doubt is, that the men don't like 
to buy male slaves, knowing the strong 
probability if not the certainty of their 
being seized for military service. 
This 


strongly indicates the condition of things 
there. 
The average value of male and female 


alaves in South Carolina hitherto has been 
a thousand dollars. So the depreciation 
upon the hundred aud eighty-five thousand 
slaves of the state, allowing the number of 
males and females to be equal, is about two 
hundred and sixty-four millions of dollars. 
What a monstrous loss for a single state, 
especially a state no richer than South Car- 
olina. She has suffered fearfully from this 
war, 
and, if it come not to a speedy close, 


her sufferings will be tenfold what they 
have yet been. 
Terrible was her crime, 


and terrible has been, and more terrible 
will be, her punishment. 


If the depreciation in the value of slaves 


has already been so great in South Caroli- 
na, remote from the scene of wir, what has 
ti probably been in Virginia and Tonnes-

The Lieutenant 
states that the officers of the Bibb treated 
him very uncivilly, apparently not being 
very well pleased that he had disturbed 
them at such an unwarrantable hour. Yes- 
terday the vessels were' missing from the 
Bibb, but it had not been ascertained what 
had become of them.

The boiler was situatedin the basement 


of the store No. .43, nearest Lake street, ttnd 
in the extreme rear, but about six feet re- 
maining between its end and rear wall of 
the building for firing purposes. 
It was 


well covered with brick masonary, upon the 
top of which sat the engine that drove the 
machinery of the establishment. The rest 
of the basement was used for storage aud 
packing purposes. 
The loft above, consti- 


tuting the first floor of the store No. 4i!, was 
used for grinding spices and other purposes 
incident to ita manufacture. The adjoin- 
ing store was occupied as salesroom and 
office, and communicated with No. 43 by an 
open partition. 


Just previous to the explosion, the engi- 


neer Lynch, was in one of the upper apart- 
ments, and noticing some irregularity in 
the running of the machinery, hastened be- 
low to see what was the matter. When he 
reached the engine room, he discovered that 
the main driving belt had run off from its 
dram, and the engine was pounding away 
with fearful velocity. Juat at this instant 
the explosion occurred with a report equal 
to a piece of heavy ordenance. 


The explosion seemed to ba rearward 


through the fire-box, throwing scraps of iron 
and brick through the wall and across the 
alley, and completely shattering a frame 
building on the opposite side, of the alley. 
But the most singular incident, was the re- 
action of the explosion on the boiler, which 
forced it from its setting, bodily, ejecting it 
through the front of the building,and com- 
pletely across the street, a distance of _up- 
wards" of a hundred feet from its original 
location. In its flight it tore away the 
flooring of the main room above, knocked 
the front of the atore into/fragments, tore 
up the steps and grating covering the front 
way, 
struck and capsized a _dray that was 


passing in the street, injuring the driver 
somewhat, aud demolished a buggy stand- 
ing in the opposite gutter, 


At the time of the explosion there ware, 


it is supposed, nineteen men in the build- 
ing—fifteen workmen, three clerks, and 
Mr. Joshua Downer, one of the proprietors. 


Mr. Downer waa standing in the front 


part of the room above the engine, and was 
badly scalded and considerably brnised.-^- 
Our reporter could not ascertain that any 
bones were broken. 


The engineer. Lynch, escaped with a 


pretty bad scalding. 
His brother, Patrick Lynch, was also 


quite badly scalded.

Imuking a*.si 
as ar« or may hereafter be located in the citien of Mil- 
waukee and Madison, shall, on or bctorn said first day 
of December next, appoint an ngnnt, who shall keep an 
office in tbe city of Milwaukee nc in the city nf Matlison, 
for tho redemption of all nii-ciiluting notes issued by 
such bank or banking association, which shall be pre- 
sented to such agent for'payment or redemption.

" Sir: For more than three years I have 


jeeii unable from a hurt to mount a horse 
or to walk more than a few paces at a time, 
and that with pain. Other and new infirm- 
ities—dropsy and vertigo—admonish m 
that repose of mind and body, with the ap 
pliances of enrgery and medicine, ar 
necessary to add a littla more to a life 
already protracted much beyond the usua' 
span of man. It is under such circnm 
stances, made doubly painful by the un 
natural and unjust rebellion now raging in 
the southern states of our so lately pros 
peroua and happy Union, that lam com 
pelled to request that my name be placed 
on the list of army officers retired from 
active service. As this request is. founded 
on an absolute right, granted "by a recent 
act of congress, I am -entirely at liberty lo 
say it is with deep regret that 1 withdraw 
myself in these momentous times from tho 
orders of a President who has treated me

We see it stated that the average cash 


value of male slaves at present in South 
Carolina, as shown by the auction sales, 
&c is $315—females $400. Tbus it ap- 
pears, that, for the first time in the history 
of that state or of any state, male slaves 
are much less valuable than females. 
J he 


reason no doubt is, that the men don t like 
to buy male slaves, knowing the strong 
probability if not the certainty of their 
being seized for military service, 
ihis 


strongly indicates the conditiou of things 


The average value of male and female 


slaves in South Carolina hitherto has been 
a thousand dollars. So the depreciation 
upon the hundred and eighty-five thousand 
slaves of the state, allowing the number ot 
males and females to be equal, is about two 
hundred and sixty-four millions of^ollars. 
What a monstrous loss for a single state, 
especially a state no richer than South Lar- 
olina. She has suffered fearfully from this 
war and, if it come not to a speedy close, 
her sufferings will be tenfold what they 
have yet been.

Frightful Boiler Explosion. 


Between 11 and 12 o'lock this morning a 


fearful explosion occurred in the coffee and 
spice establishment of Messrs. Downer & 
Co., Nos. 43 and 45 Franklin street, between 
Luke and Randolph streets, causing a com- 
plete wreck of the lower portions of the 
building and its contents, and seriously m- 
jurini' a number of the occupants. 


In°he confusion incident to the explosion 


it was impossible to obtain full and definite 
particulars, but such as could be gathered 
are given. 
The boiler was situated in the basement 


of the store No. 43, nearest Lake street, and 
in the extreme rear, but about sir feet re- 
maining between its end and rear wall^ot 
the building for firing purposes, 
well covered with brick masonary, . 
top of which sat the engine that drove the 
machinery of the establishment. The rest 
of the basement was used for storage and 
packing purposes. The loft above, consti- 
tuting the first floor of the store No. 4:!, was 
used for grinding spices and other purposes 
incident to its manufacture. 
The adjoin- 


ing store was occupied as salesroom and 
office, and communicated with No. 43 by an 
open partition. 


Just previous to the explosion, the engi- 


neer Lynch, was in one of the upper apart- 
ments, and noticing some irregularity m 
the running of the machinery, hastened be- 
low to see what was the matter. 
When he 


reached the engine room, he discovered that 
the main driving belt had run off from its 
drum, and the engine was pounding away 
with fearful velocity. Just at this instant 
the explosion occurred with a report equal 
to a piece of heavy ordenance. 


The explosion seemed to be rearward 


through the fire-box, throwing scraps of iron 
and brick through the wall and across the 
alley, and completely shattering a frame 
building on the opposite side of the alley. 
But the most singular incident, was the re- 
action of the explosion on the boiler, which 
forced it from its setting, bodily, ejecting it 
through the front of the building and com- 
pletely across the street, a distance of up- 
wards of a hundred feet from its original 
location. In its flight it tore away the 
flooring of the main room above, knocked 
the front of the store into fragments, tore 
up the steps and grating covering the front 
way, struck and capsized a dray that was 
passing in the street, injuring the driver 
somewhat, and demolished a buggy stand- 
ing in the opposite gutter, 


At the time of the explosion there were, 


it is supposed, nineteen men in the build- 
ing—fifteen workmen, three clerks, and 
Mr. Joshua Downer, one of the proprietors. 


Mr. Downer was standing in the front 


part of the room above the engine, and was 
badly scalded and considerably bruised.— 
Our reporter could not ascertain that any 
bones were broken. 
The engineer, Lynch, escaped with a 


pretty bad scalding.
